Ve give in another column a full text of 
the Civil Rights Bill as passed by the United 
States Senate. Itisas wicked and pernic- 
ious as partisan rancor, political greed, and 
malicious persecution, can make it. It gives 


public conveyances, places of amusement, 
common schools aad public institutions o 

learning and benevolence sustained in whole 
or in part by general taxation. The enforce- 
ment of the law is lodged with the United 
States Courts. 

But legislation is powerless to force what 
is contrary to nature. The measure, if finally 
adopted, will work incalculable hardships, 
but it will never succeed in its object. The 
poor negroes themselves will be the great- 
est sufferers. Our public school systems: 
will be broken up, and the negro 
race thrown entirely upon its own re- 
sources. 
to crowd the whites and sit down by 
them at hotels and in places of amusement 
is a utopian dream that will never fad reali- 
zation among the Southern people. We 
shall be put to vast trouble aad inconveni- 
ence to thwart the iniquity, but thwarted it 
will be. 

We had begun to hope that the Radical
